NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


~ The London School Board advertised in our columns last week for a Jewish 
FGookery Instractor. The advertisement was unique and significant. This ts thy 
first time the School Board has publicly declared a Jewish teacher to be thong 
its wants—although the local managers of Board Schools containing a large pro- 
portion of Jewish pupils have frequently engaged teachers because they have 
Fbeen Jews, Moreover, this is the first time that Jewish Cookery has received 
recognition from a non-Jewish public body. After centuries of obscurity, it has 
suddenly achieved greatness, and is henceforth assured all the importance con- 
ferred upon it by the imprimatur of the London School Board. This change in 
its fortunes has not come without some premonitory symptoms, For some time 
past there have been signs that Jewish Cookery has attracted mild attention 
outside the community. Periodicals devoted to domestic matters, and magazines 
especially intended for the feminine eye, have begun to treat of the subject, and 
isome of the excellent mysteries of the Jewish kitchen have thus been made 
known to an increased body of devotees. The conductors of these journals evince 
sound discernment. The Jewish cook nambers athong her répertoire many a dainty 
‘dish, the secret of which she has learnt by tradition from other lands and other 
ages, and the diasemination of the knowledge she possesses cannot but be a gain 


Prom this point of view the engagement by the School Board of 
4 Jewish Cookery Instructor is seen to be fraught with advantage to the 
children attending the Board Schools, whatever their religious persuasion. 
‘There is no reason why non-Jewish children should not attend the “ demonstra- 
tions "-—we believe that is the correct term—nf the lady who may be appointed t3 
the post. ‘There are many things in connection with cooking that the poor may 
learn with profitfrom the Jews. Not only may they learn new ways of pre- 
paring ordinary articles of food, but they may discover the culinary possibilities 
ofother articles which hitherto they have despised or neglected. ‘“ Coarse.” fish 
| Which is tabooed by the Christian housewife, but which, in the hands of the 
Jewish cock, becomes transmuted into a glorious dish fair to look upon and 
ravishing to taste, is one, and not a solitary, example. In these hard times when 
economy is the stern order of the day among high and low, such instruction is of 
pobvious value. If, in addition, non Jewish children learn incidentally the un- 

: wholesomeness of certain kinds of food strictly avoided by Jewa, the lesson will 
become more precious still.

They could hardly do more, A stricter observance of Sundsy 
cannot be ensured by Act of Parliament in these timos,;much less by ecclesi- 
astical ordinance. The bonds of religious obligation are fast becoming relaxed, 
and no amount of coercion will tighten them again. The growing disregard of 
the sanctity of Sunday, which the Bishops deplore, is only one symptom of the 
modern tendency, But it can scarcely be denied that the coaching and the 
boating and the entertaining which are becoming 80 common on the day of rest 
are directly a reaction against the so-called Calvinistic idea of Sabbath obsérv- 


| ance which has always tiactured in greator or less degree tho teachings of the 


Protestant Church. The rebound from the straight-lauced conception of Sunday 
has been injuriously violent. Determined to be free from the galling restraint of 
the day of rest, people have rushed into lisence. Hitherto the Church has set its 
face against recreation of any kind on Sunday, with the result that res ort is had 


to recreation of all kinds, no matter how incompatible they may bo w ith the 


sanctity of the day, 


isthe fashion to declare—and even so learned man as the Bishop of 
Winchester couki not escape from the tendency in the discussion in Convocation 
—that the Calvinistic idea of Sabbath observance is the Jewish idea. It is strange 
how hard this superstition is to kill. Even the most orthodox phases of Judaitm 
forbid only work, not recreation, on the Sabbath. Tho rebuke administered by 
Jesus to the Pharisees that “ the Sabbath was made for nan, and not man for 
the Sabbath,” which it is customary to cite against th Jewish idea of the day cf 
rest, was occasioned by their protest against his disciples working, not enjoying 


} feereation. Judaism has never been averse to indulgence in pleasure on the 


Sabbath, provided it is not of such « kind as to conflict with the sacred charact r 
of the day. In this respect itis at variance with the Church, as is proved by the 
fact that, while the proposal to throw open Museums and Picture Galleries on 
Sunday has hitherto been strenuously opposed by the Episcopal Bench, tre 

orthodox Jew sees no harmin visiting such places on his Sabbath. If the Jewish 
idea of Sabbath observance had found more general acceptance, it is probable that 
the Bishops would not now have to protest against the extreme and inappropriate | 
forms of recreation which are indulged in on Sandiy. 


Ouly those familiar with elementary schools can fully appreciate the highly 
creditable manner ia which the Westiniaster Jews’ Free School annually passes 
the ordeal of the Government Inspection. Year after year Hir Majesty's 
Inspector bestows the highest praiso at his command upon the School, its 
teactiers and ite pupile. In the report published in another column the Lospector 
uses the word “excellent” three times it as many lines, and the passes throughout 
the School are nearly 99 per cent., a result us wnusual as it is highly creditable to 
the Hanway Place School. There is, we are sorry to say, a reverse side to this 
bright picture. The institution is in a chronie state of impecuniosity. The result 
of the recent appeal was very meagre ; only £450 has been received towards 
the £1,000 required to balance the year’s expenditure and to repay a loan of 
£200 to the Bankers. So efficient a school should be more liberally supported by 
the community to which it isan honour. — 


“ Godlin is the friend not Short” is being ssid to the new Federation of 
Chevras by those whom it has approached to assist in giving it form and sub- 
stance. In the discnesion on Tuesday evening at the Council of the United 
Synagogue attention was given to the relations of that body to the Shechita 
Board rather than to resisting tho claim of the Federation to participate in the 
surplus of the Board.

On the contrar’, we hail wit’ tho utmost satis- 
faction the establishment of another Sabbath School in the neighbourhood, which 
will be able to attract those who are debarred from attending our Classes by reason 
of distance, Far from our Committee entertaining avy feeling of hostility to the 
new institution, we would not offer the slightest objection to the managers taking 
over and continuing the work in which we are engaged, and I feel sure in that case 
they would receive the cordial co-operation of our executive, There must 
according to your corresposdent’s showing, bo some latent influence at 
work to make children “so unmindful of their own interests "as to leave an inati- 
tution where they are encouraged with rewards in the shape of prizes, treats, 
jibrary books, and summer excursions, in order to attend one which does not at preseng 
supply these attractions, There can be no doubt, how. ver, that Mr. Stern will before 
long remove the reproach of not being able to reward his deserving pupils, and that he 
will be in a position to hold out still more powerful in jucements to bis pupils than 
we can to ours. Possibly then our children will be ‘‘so unmindful of their own 
interests,” and so ungrateful for past rewards, that we shall find our schools alto- 
gether denuded of pupils.

S1n,—Phe question of th» uniua multiplicatioa of charities is one that has 
- peesived much attention in the Jewish press. It is unquestionable that unless good 
aud weighty reasons for their existence can. be adduced, much evil may result, and 
in the end be productive of more mischief than they are able to counteract ; the 
formation of new charitable institations, or the duplicating of others, should there- 
fore bs discountenanced. However strongly these rema'ks apply to the metropolitan 
Jews, they lose their force so far as provincial Jews are concerned ; for whilst the 
London community are crying out against a plethora of charitable organisations 
their provincial brethrea are suToriag from a dearch in this respect. With pardon- 
able pride the London Jow may point to.at least one institution whose function it 
ig to deal with one or other phase of distress. We, oa the otver hand, are satisfied 
that one institution ehall administer to the many and varied wants of the poor, 
young and old. However desirable centralisation may be, such an all-embracing 
sphere of action isto be deprecated ; for attimes it is inevita»le that matters pre- 
sent themselves that must necessarily either be shunted or neglected as being beyond 
_ the power of one executive. In Manchester, for instance, where there is at least a 
Jewish population of 10,000 souls, if we except the newly-formei Breal, Meat and 
Coal Society, we have only one organisition whose mission it is to deal with the 
mass of destitution inseparable from so large a conflux of haman beings, It must 
be admitted that the Board of Gua dians does its work admirably ; but natarally it 
ia beyond ita power to cops with the different phases of destitation for which in 
London distinct organisations have been found necessary. 7

sum of money, and this was a considerable source of revenue tothe Consuls’ 
emoluments. This protection carried with it exemption from all taxation 
levied by the Moorish Government. If some system of protection could be 
devised, which protected persons and property, but required such protected 
rsons to pay taxes, it would very much soften the thing in the eyes of the 
oors. He was afraid that all they could do would be very small. The abuses 
have been so great and flagrant, that the majority of the Powers seemed to object 
to the continuation of the system of protection. What should be attempted 
was, to eliminate from the present baneful system, the exemption from paymont 
of taxes. The Sultan himself might grant anything asked, but he had no real 
power. The whole country was in a state of lawlessness. Ono region was not 
known to another. Every Governor of a district paid to the Imperial Treasury 
a certain price for his appointment, and he recouped himself by levying taxes on 
the people.. He hoped some system would be devised, which would be free 
from the abuses of the past, and which would not prevent the Moorish Govern- 
ment from obtaining pro tanto from protected persons their share of taxation. 


Mr. D., F. ScHLoss urged that the Government should be made to sce very 
clearly that there was no intention to allow this subject to drop. There were none 
50 blind as those who would not see, and the.Government having declined to see 
how the Memorial could come within the scope of the Madrid Conference, their 
eyes should be opened for them. The objection to protection was one thing, but 
to leave the poor Jews defenceless wasanother. Therefore, if protection was 
abolished, something else must be th in its stead.

THE JEWS OF MOROCCO.

Tue discussion at the last meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association on the 
forthcoming Conference at Madrid, dealt with a subject of pressing impor- 
tance to the Jews of Morocco. The Sultan of Morocco has again raised the 
question of “ Protection,”and a Conference of the chief Powers interested is 
to meet at Madrid to discuss it. “ Protection” in the technical sense is a 
great boon to the Jews of Morocco, and its removal or abolition would 
seriously injure them. But what is still more necessary for them. is pro- 
tection in the ordinary acceptance of the word. Just at present the Jews 
of the interior are at the mercy of any petty official, and this is a state of 
things to abolish which every effort should be made. 


Jewish Association have sent in a memorial to the Foreign Office, having 
for its object the improvement of the status of non-Mahomedans in 


question does not come within the terms of reference of the Conference, It 
would have been well if the text of the memorial had been made known to the 
public. The Board and the Association should take to heart the words of 
Lord Dersy on a former occasion, who reminded them that behind the 
Foreign Minister there was a greater power in the voice of public opinion.

Morocco protests with show o 
reason against a large number of his subjects passing beyond his contro 
as ‘* protected” by the foreign Consuls, A certain number of his objections 
to “protection” were removed at the Conference of 1880, which declared 
(although several speakers at the Anglo-Jewish Association meeting 
on Sunday last seemed to be unaware of the fact) that protected 
persons should not be free from taxation as they had hitherto 
been. But this seems not to have sufficed for the Sultan, and he is desirous 
- of still further restricting the privileges of protection, It is so obviously to 
the interest of the Powers to keep this form of protection that he cannot 
hope to get it abolished, but he will doubtless urge some change in the 
present system. Whether this will take the form of declaring Tangiers a 
treaty-port something like Shanghai, or of some other expedient,is uncertain. 
But the Jews of Morocco are meanwhile put in great danger of losing their

Subject tothe same disabilities which 
existed in the Ghetti and Jadengassen, liable to the same indignities, insults 
and outrages which make life itself one long burden, the Jews of the interior 
of Morocco are outside the pale of the law, and without the hope of ‘* pro- 
tection” their position would be unbearable, Their condition it is which is 
really to be deplored and should be safeguarded, and no concession should 
be granted as regards “protection,” which did not make provision for real pro- 
tection to these unfortunate beings. A suggestion has been made, and as a 
definite proposal it. deserves consideration, thet mixed courts of Moroccans 
and Europeans should be ¢stablished throughout the country to try cases 
in which non-Mahomedans are concerned. Jews of eminence should be 
members of these courts. This would remove many of the objection- 
able sides of the present system, and would be a boon that wonld 
fairly compensate for the removal or lessening of “ protection ” in its narrower 
and more technical sense. The sufferings and indignities that the Jews 
undergo are a disgrace to our century, and tlie representatives of the 


civilized Powers have every right to protest against it upon dealing with | 


the relations of a large body of men who can only evade this condition by 
becoming “ protected.” This is the point a’appui from which the wider 
question may be approached. The Sultan objects to “protection,” and would 
do away with it. The Powers may. easily retort that for the sake of 
humanity they cannot cease to “protect” persons who are liable to the 
disabilities and indignities which unprotected Jews suffer from in Morocco. 

Even if the Foreign Office of this country is less open to humanitarian 
influences than it was formerly its proud boast to be, it would find it congenial 
toitsnew réle of protecting British commercial interests to see that the lives 
and properties of Morroccan Jews up country were better protected. To open 
the country to commerce needs a body of men who know its requirements, who 
have trading instincts, and who are ready to connect themselves with outsiders, 
No such body of mea is to be found except in the Jews who are spread 
everywhere, and have commercial relations throughout Morocco, 


JEWs’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY. 


A meeting of the Jews’ College Literary Society was held on Sunday at th, 
College, when papers were read by two of the students. One on “the Letter of 
Sherira Gaopv,” was by Mr. L. Mendelson, B.A.; the other ‘On the Life of S. D 
Luzzatto,” was by Mr. D. Waeserzug. Dr. M. FriepLANDER presided. | 7 
Mr, Menperson, in his paper, eaid that the Geonim were the heads of the Baby- 
lonian Schools from the close of the Talmud to about 1050. The last of these were 
Rabbi Sherira and his equally famous son, Rabbi Hai. Sherira was the scion of a 
noble house, and for four or five generations back his family could boast of many 
men who, in succession,had filled the office of Gaon or Ab-Beth-Din. Graetz gives the 
date of his birth as 930, and it was probably in the year 1000 that his famous letter 
was written, The value attributed to this letter and in general to the decisions of 
R. Sherira and the estimate in which he was held by his brethren in the East and the 
West might be perceived from the number and variety of the questions addressed to 
him from all quarters, Many of these, together with his replies, have been preserved 
in the various collections of the “ Responsa of the Geonim.” One of these Responsa 
a rich source of historical information, is a reply to certain questions addressed to 
him by Rabbi Jacob bar Nissim of Kairwan. The letter, like most of the monastic 
chronicles of the times, is certainly dry, but this is compensated by the mass of 
information contained in it, information which couid not be gleaned from any other 
source, Itis in fact the only basis for a history of the Geonim, é.c., of the heads of 
the two Babylonian Schools of Sura and Pumbaditha, The latter occupied his atten- 
tion and more since he himself was the head of that school. The questions which he 
set himself to answer bore on the manner in which the Mishna was written, when 
and by whom this was done, on the object of the Tosefoth, how were the Beraithoth 
written down and also the Gemara, and finally the order of the Saboraim and Geonim 
who followed Rabenu. On examining these questions,one was tempted to ask their 
object. Sherria may have taken them up, merely as matters of historical investigation 
But there was probably some ulterior object in this undertaking. And this view is 
strengthenedby the curious fact that the questions form really an analysis of his repl 
TItisa well-known fact that even before the conclusion of the Talmud, a certain bindy 
of men, dissatisfied with authority, opposed it again and again till at last sects arose 


and burst the bonds, One of these sects, which assumed the name of Karaites. was 


strenuously opposed by Saadiah, and it might be assumed that Sherira came in wi 
timel to the side of authority, This letter gives the annals of tbs 
and shows bow the law came inan unbroken chain through Moses and Joshua to Hare 
and the Soferim, and how, when any link was wanting, the Rabbis in conference 
by examining the arguments of those who held opposite opinions gn the matter, 
restored it, Consequently nothing was really invented by the Rabbis. This is the 
true purport of Sherira’s letter. The letter itself was first published at Constuati- 
nople in a collection of Chronicles in 1566. But long afterwards an old MS 
appearing bs its language to date back from the times of the Geonim, was broug! t 
to light, and differs in many respect from the former. According to ‘Dr. Nenb ; 
the copy nt Constantinople, called the Juchasin, is a copy used by the Spanish cad

Mr. E. Hirscu, President of the Synagogue, gave a report of the progress made 

by the Classes since the previous distribution of prizes. The number of new pupils 


received during the year was 30, chiefly litrle children, but on the other hand 


several other pupils had left, so that the actual increase was no more than 15. The 
average attendance was 65, an increase of about 10 on that of the previous year, 
The degree of instruction was considerably higher in every class. Among the im- 
provements effected on the suggestion of several friends was the formation ofa 
schoo| choir, and of a smaller choir for the service of the Synagogue. The 
establishment of the Synagogue choir was due to the kindness and exertion of a 
member of the Committee, Mr. Sylvian Lion, who himself had taught the boye. 
Prizes were this year being given for regular attendance, and the Committee con- 
template the establist ment of a Pentateuch class, but this alditional class would 
require an increased staff and for this purpose it would be necessary to increase 
the funds at disposal for the classes.

Mr. OswALp J. Simon addressed the assemblage. Mr. Simon eaid that hac 
ceedings of the kind which had called them together had a two-fold object, Tho first 
was for the purpose of celebrating the victory of graye, { an event which would 
make the occasion a red-letter day for the chi'dren, to which they would look back 
in after life. The second purposq was to bring together men and women who were 
anxious to further the interests of Judaism. It was well that they should from 
time to time take counsel together as to how they might best advance that heredi- 
tary obligation. In such an assembly as the present it was natural to ask what 
was meant by religious education, On this point there was a distinct change 
between the views held 50 or 60 years ago and those entertained at the present day. 
The entire conception of what was meant by religion, aod what was required In 
order that one might lead a good Jewish life was utterly different in the two periods, 
Although the keeping of a Kosher house and a knowledge of Hebrew might be 
be taken as symptoms of a holy Jewish life, they were not necessarily symptoms of 
religion or of Judaism. It was the function of religion to touch the hearts of 


men, women and children, to supply the motive for their action and their thoughts. 


Two courses were open to all, young and old,—the right and the wrong path. It 
was the religious system which directed their hearts to take the right in preference 
to the wrong path, with such a force as they would not be able to resist. All this 
was a matter of culture, and it was of infinite importance that children should learn 
from an early age what they were striving to attain, by attending the Synagogue 
and Religion Classes. Mr Matthew Arnold had said that three-fourths of human 
life consisted of conduct. Many as were the temptations to which mankind were 
ex posed, there was one from which no human life ever escaped, and that was a decision 
as to duty. In the performance of positive duties throughout life, extraordinary 
sacrifices were required which could not always be described in language. When 
one was perplexed as to which road should be followed, conscience, that precious 
power, stepped in and whispered what was the right course to pursue. He wished 
to impress on his hearers that as the Jews were the direct: messengets of God to the 
human race, his appointed priests and missionaries to the world, it must be of 
consequence whether they selected the higher or the lower course. They ould alone 
select the higher if they put their heals together, and aste1 up to the divine truths 


and lofty principles committed to them, Speaking of the classes, Mr. Simon com- 


mended the remarkable progress made by the papila, and expressed his astonishment 
at the proficiency acquired by the choir. Having denied that he was a “reformer” in 
avy other sense than tat he desired to see progress in religious life, and haviog 
declared his opposition to the maintena:ce of sects in the community, Mr. Simon 
concluded by asserting that truth belonged to all Israel, and must be insisted upon 
in all times, if, as Jews, they desired to maintain the dignity of their race, to 
preservethat which God, in his inscrutable wisdom, had intrusted to them, 

The Rev. H. GoLUANCZ proposed a vote of thanks to Mr. Oswald Simon for 
presiding. Mr. Gollancz commented on the intense e:rnestaess which Mr. Simoa 
displayed in the furtherance of religious education.

THE “ BAALSHEM”—DR. FALK.

Now I do not pretend that the com- 
“si n I am going to make will lift the veil from the mysterious doctor, whose 
ss head these lines, But I think that it is not impossible that these references, 
ne to other details from the MS., may prove of some use to those who are better 
suainted with Anglo-Jewish history than I am. 
The diary contains 59 octavo pages, and is written in Spanish-Rabbinic, 
14 German cursive characters (Neubauer’s Catalogue $127), But many of these 
p pages were left blank, others again have been cut out. The language used a 
brew, but the writer does not seem to have been on good terms with Dr. Syntax " 
nd he makes besides great blunders in spelling. The dates occurring in the MS’ 
tend from 1756 to 1782. The great part of its contents is mystical, and reminds 
ne very much of Mr. Gilead P. Beck’s criticism of a well-known author, whose every 
ord: by itself is good English, but put together the whole makes nonsense. So Falk 
mploys a certain number of Hebrew words, every one of which, provided it is 
prrectly spelt, would convey some meaning, but when connected in sentences they 
some devoid of sense. It is also likely that they represent a cypher to which 
he key is wanting. For, as we shall soon see, it is not altogether improbable that 
Jk had some reason for being on his guard and concealing his thoughts. The 
ther parts of the diary contain bills, accounts of excursions to a certain forest, 
reseriptions of certain medicaments, visionary dreams, lists of pledges on which 
Mo lent money, and some allusions to his friends.

apostle Jacob Frank led thousands to indulge in a most immoral life, which they 

claimed asa privilege of their order, until they at last abandoned Judaism altogether, 
Thus Emden spared none. Falk also was the object of his inquisitorial zeal 

The first thing by which Falk gave offence to the feelings of the Rabbis was prob- 
ably that he sheltered a notorious apostle of the Sabatean sect, Moses David from 
Pudhaiz in Poland, after he had been expelled fromall other Jewish communities 
abroad. Moses David was alsoa Baalshem, ora fellow-quack of Falk, and belonged 
to asecret mystical order in Poland, the membors of which swarmed all over Europe in 
order to propagate the Gospel of Sabbathai. It seems that in spite of Falk 
Moses Dayid was compelled to leave London as soon as his apostolic activity 
and immoral life were known to the leaders of the community." Another source 
of the suspicion brought on Falk was an amulet found in some place in Hungary 
on which the names Sabbathai Zevi and Samuel were used as charms. For, like 
the followers of many other pseudo-Messiahs before, this Sabbatean sect also 


ascribed certain secret powers to the names of their founders. The people who did 


not know to whom the name Samuel referred sent the amulet to Emden who, by his 
acquaintance with all the cyphers and intrigues of the sect soon found out that it 
meant Falk, the Devil's Master (1 292) from London, as he calls him, one of whose 
first names was Samuel.} Actuated by this discovery, Emden proclaimed the excommu- 


intercepted lettter from one of Falk’s admirers, an extract from which may be of 
some interest to the reader, The letter is dated from London, and is addressed by 
one Sussman (probably identical with the Sussman mentioned in the will) to his 
son Sabbathai residing in Poland. “And now, my son, listen to the great secrets 
of the Torah which have been revealed to a man, but who is no man, who is plan- 
ning the redemption of Israel... .. It is the holy light, a saintly man, Samuel 
Falk, orSamuel Jacob Hayim, the son of Raphael the Sephardi, at present residing 
in London. He speaks oftenin the language of the Jerushalmi, and Iam unable to 


understand his words. But you may show this letter [in which some of Falk's mys 


terious teachings were communicated] to the Rabbis of your community who cer- 
tainly will find out their meaning. , , . His rooms are fullof big silver candlesticks 
which symbolise heavenly mysteries. There is also the great lamp in which the oil 
intended for one evening was burning for three weeks ; indeed a greater wonder 
than that which was done on Hanuca, Once he withdrew himself into his house 
near the bridge and lived there for many weeks without taking any food. .. . 
On Wednesday evening we were in his house and he asked the great Cabbalist Moses 
David to write down certain things in his note book. Afterwards he asked the whole 
company to enter into the room after taking off their shoes, And there we found him 
sitting on his holy throne and dressed like an angel of God, with a golden 
mitre on his head and a golden chain on his heart, on which a 
silver star was hanging. On the star were engraved many holy names 
.... Onthe table before hima Shofar was lying, near the Shofar a trumpet 
.... O,myson, Iam unable to relate to you all the miracles this holy man is 
performing. . , . Iam but a poor man whoam occupied the whole day with earnin 
a living for my family and cannot stop with him as often as I should like 
But I am deeply grateful that I have found grace in his eyes and was received into 
the holy society. . . . . As people who do not care tor mysteries will laugh at my 
words, you must not show this letter but todiscreet men. For also here in London 
no man, who does not belong to the society, knowsanything about the matter... . 
I wish to hear from you what the wise men in your community think aboutit. . . 
Your loving father, Eleizer Sussman.” SofarSussman'sletter.t Emden ina letter 
toa correspondent who had asked for his opinion of Sussman and his hero answers } 
“The scamp Sussman is paid for all these praises, and deserves to be excommuni- 
cated... .. As to Falk, everybody knows his machinations and tricks, I have never 
seen him, but I was told by many people that he came from Poland and pretended to 
Know the secrets of the practical COabbalah (MWY 723)), and was thus enabled to 
discover hidden treasures. This brought him into trouble when he was in West- 
phalia, where the authorities wanted to burn him alive as a sorcerer had he 
not fled to England, He also married in Westphalia a woman whose conduct 
gave much cause for complaint, and with whom he went to London, There he 
found many supporters, especially among the lower classes, Some rich Christians also 
believed him to be able to discover treasures for them both on land and in the sea, 
He succeeded in cheating a wealthy shipowner, who spent all his fortune on him 
and now he isa poor beggar. By such tricks he wasin a position to lead a most 
luxurious life. But he spends so much on his parasites, in order that they may 
spread his fame, that he is sometimes compelled to borrow from shopkeepers, But 
in spite of all, he is believed to be a very ignorant man (7 NMOYIN3). He pre- 
tends to be a cabbalist, but all that he writes and says is foolishness, which no man 
understands, As long as Falk did not try to seduce people I did not care to make 
the public acquainted with his bad conduct, but now that his factotum Susmann is 
making propoganda for him I find it my duty to unmask him."§ These are tho 
accusations which Emden brings against Falk, and they do not want any further 
commentary. But it is rather difficult to say whether all Emden’s suspicions were 
well founded or not. Emden’s suspicious disposition made him perceive in every 
man who showed the least sympathy with the individual persecuted by him, a 
fanatical apostle of Sabbathai Zebi. Thus, the hospitality allowed to his fellow. 
countryman Moses David, is no proof at all that he himself was also an apostle of 
the pseudo-Messiah, Besides, Falk does not seem to have been cut out of the wood 
of which apostles are made, neither true nor falss ones. He was too comfortable 
for such a task, From his diary he seems rather to be as harmless a quack as 
thousands of his profession, He is fond of good liquor, is rather vain and boasta 
of his connections with great people, and insists also on being called De Falk. 
There isonly one passage, which deserves some consideration, Speaking of his 
above mentioned friends, Abraham and Simon, Falk says that he does not like them 
to have a religion (713198) in which their ancestors did not believe, but he adds “I
